Led by Stanley Williams, some of your 
oncemed Southwest neighbors gather at 7:30 
very weekday night for a walk through the 
outhwest neighborhood. Wearing orange hats, 
ley patrol potential problem areas, witnessing 
nd watching activities that signal trouble. Their 
resence discourages incoming drug purchasers, 
luggers, burglars. They focus on prevention of 
rime and safety hazards, and report illegal 
umping of trash and yard waste. They stay in 
adio contact with police at all times, and 
sually are accompanied by policemen on their 
/alks. 

The Southwest Coalition Citizen Patrol, 
r "orange hats", was formed a little over two 
ears ago as a branch of a D.C.-wide "Orange 
lat" organization, similar to "White Hat" and 
therwise-named urban and suburban groups 
iroughout the nation. These groups are 
etermined to "take our streets back" from drug 
affickers and other lawbreakers. In coopera- 
on with the First District Police Headquarters, 
nd other anti-crime efforts, the "Orange Hats" 
'ant to encourage our young people to make 
ositive choices and to guarantee that our 
eighbors-senior citizens in particular-can walk 
ur streets safely. 

The "Orange Hats" do not confront 
eople. They only witness and watch, and 
sport problems to die police for action. 

Mr. Williams asks of all Southwest 
ssidents, "Join us! We meet in the evening, 
londay through Friday, at 7:30 P.M. outside the 
afeway at Waterside Mall. At least one of our 
lembers will be there to direct you. Your 
articipation is needed for our continued 
access. The more people we have, the more 
otential trouble spots we can cover". 

A good way to start supporting the

The ANC 2D meeting was held June 8, 
1992. The following points were covered: 

1. Appointed Richard B. Westbrook to 
fill the unexpired term Of W. Lloyd Reeves as 
the ANC Commissioner for SMD 2D01 (the 
area west of 4th and north of M Streets SW). 

2. Heard Grace Savage, outgoing circula- 
tkm_manager. for The Snnthwe.ster._make a nlea 
for volunteers to help her successor, David B- 
rewer, circulate the paper. 

3. Heard Chairperson C.W. Hargrave 
report that enforcement authorities do not be¬ 
lieve, contrary to allegations, that there is prob¬ 
lem with people manufacturing phony temporary 
residential parking permits. 

4. Voted not to oppose the renewal of 
ABC licenses for the Capitol Park Market, 800 
4th Street SW, or the Vie de France, 600 Mary¬ 
land Avenue SW. 

5. Learned that the Wiley Branton Com¬ 
munity Development Corporation has withdrawn 
its proposal for sharing office space and equip¬ 
ment with the ANC. 

6. Received information updates on: a. 
Air Pegasus’ plans for a heliport, b. Project 
2020, c. Boston Properties’ Chevron Site propos¬ 
al, d. the height limit on the Portal Site, e. the 
expiration of SW Urban Renewal Area "B," f. 
the 3rd & K Market ABC license renewal appli¬ 
cation, and g. Normandie’s license ABC renewal 
application, 

7. Agreed to postpone action on the fol¬ 
lowing items until the July 13 meeting: a. a bill 
to amend the residential parking permit program, 
b. a request to close part of T Street SW, and, c. 
a request to close part of an alley in the 300 
block of K Street SE. 

NEXT MEETING: The next meeting of 
the ANC will be 7:30 pm at 400 I Street SE (in 
the basement of Westminster Church). The 
agenda, which is subject to last minute changes, 
now tentatively includes: an update on Wiley 
Branton Community Development Corporation, 
a discussion of the height limits on the Portal 
Site, and the topics listed in item #7 above. In 
addition, any 2D area resident who calls the 
ANC by July 12 may request time to address the 
ANC on any topic at the beginning of the meet¬ 
ing.

DAVID BREWER 
SWNA NEW DIRECTION

Human Rights leader Malcolm X was once 
quoted as saying, "life is a constant struggle, the 
less we forget", and David Brewer says that this 
quote is one that he firmly believes in. Mr. 
Brewer is the new president of the Southwest 
Neighborhood Assembly this year. He says that, 
'"being president of the Assembly is not hard 
work; it’s all about where you want to take it." 
Furthermore, he wants to take is as far as he 
possibly can. 

Mr. Brewer got involved with the Assembly 
right after he graduated from St. Augustine’s 
College in 1986. One person in particular who 
inspired him to become so involved in the com¬ 
munity was his mother, Clara. While growing 
Jup, his mother was very much involved in the 
I community. She volunteered with such organi- 
Jzations as the PTA, the Southwest House, and 
1 the Southwest Clinic. Her influences and in- 
1 volvement in the community were passed on to 
Mr. Brewer and eventually his focus and interest 
were solely set on Southwest and making a 
positive impact in his community without being 
political He has no intention of pursuing a 
political career. 

Being president of the Southwest Neighbor¬ 
hood Assembly may not necessarily be hard 
work for David Brewer, but there is a great deal 
of responsibility involved. The purpose of the 
Assembly is to improve the quality of life in the 
community and with it’s residents. By this, he 
says, "the assembly tries to address all the needs 
of the community from condo-fees to zoning 
laws;" The most difficult task that he as come 
across while being president was the redistrict¬ 
ing. During his first few years with the Assem¬ 
bly, Mr. Brewer was not very talkative and did 
not add very, much input; basically he was just 
a face in the crowd. He now sees that he has 
grown over the years and he makes it a point to 
be heard when he has something to say. Mr. 
Brewer’s goal is to make a difference in the 
community and by speaking up about issues that 
are important to him in hopes of making a 
change. 

A person would think that being president of 
the SWNA would be enough for such a well 
rounded and concerned individual as David 


Brewer. However, he also has been vice-presi¬ 
dent of the Assembly, he is on the board of the 
Southwest House, vice-president of the Wiley 
Branton Community Development Corporation, 
a member of Ward 2 Action Team (which is a 
community partnership against drugs), and a 
member of the Black Jazz Heritage Club, just to 
name a few. How does someone so busy find 
time for all this? Mr. Brewer says, "I’m a wor¬ 
kaholic, and even when I’m finished being presi¬ 
dent, I will always be involved with the Assem¬ 
bly and the community." 

Mr. Brewer has lived in Southwest all of his 
life. He has four sisters and three brothers, and 
he says there is no place like Washington, DC 
and especially Southwest. He has no intentions 
of ever leaving Southwest because he says, 
"Southwest is very unique; it has a very diverse 


group of people of all races, colors, and creed 
and everyone gets along well." 

Outside of his community activities. Mi 
Brewer enjoys basketball, reading various type 
of books, especially works by African- America] 
writers, jazz, skiing, and celebrating Kwanz 
during the holidays. 

There are many individuals that have been 
positive role model for Mr. Brewer in the com 
munity as well as outside of the community 
First and foremost, his mother has been a posi 
tive role model to him along with Adam Clayto 
Powell, Booker T. Washington, and W.EJE 
DuBois. He says, "there is so much positiv 
influence in the community, and I’m positiv 
that I am doing the right things when I do wht 
I do and make the decisions that I make."

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"Directions-Thom as S truth: Museum 
Photographs", an exhibition of 15 large-scale 
color photographs by this German artist 
documenting the complex interactions between 
people and the Old Master paintings they 
confront in art museums, opened at the 
Smithsonian’s Hirshhom Museum and Sculpture 
Garden, and will continue through August 16. 

Smith’s photographs show the varied 
behavior of individuals and crowds in the 
spacious 1 galleries of six European art 
museums, among the m the Louvre in Paris, the 
Uffizi in Florence, and the Art Institute of 
Chicago. Images as large as 6 feet by 7 feet also 
reveal surprising formal conjunctions between 
viewers’ poses and painted figures in such works 
as Georges Seurat’s "Sunday Afternoon on the 
Island of La Grande Jatte", and Theodore 
Gericault’s "raft of the Medusa". The photo¬ 
graphs, taken in 1989-1990, have never before 
been exhibited as a complete group. 

"Crosscurrents of Modernism: Four Latin 
American Pioneers/Intercambios del Modem- 
ismo: Cuatro Precursores Latinoamericanos", an 
exhibition of some 90 works, mostly paintings, 
by Diego Rivera, Joaquin Torres-Garcia, 
Wilfredo Lamd and Matta, opened June 11, also 
at the Hirshhom, and will continue through 
September 7. 

The exhibition, organized for the 
Columbian Quincentenary by Hirshhom Curator 
Valerie J. Fletcher, underscores yet another New 
World contribution to global culture. The works 
on view, which date from the 1910’s to the 
1940’ s, reveal how these four artists-bom in 
Mexico, Uruguay, Cuba, and Chile-fueled and 
ultimately enriched modem art with diverse 
themes and sources from Latin America.

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LETTERS TO THE 


Dear Editor: 

The celebrating of Black History has the 
potential to become as commercialized in Amer¬ 
ican society as Christmas and Easter. With the 
emphasis placed on the superficial status of the 
celebration (purchasing pro-black gear, Malcolm 
X caps, t-shirts, etc.), meaning and understand¬ 
ing are sacrificed. 

The purpose of celebrating Black History is 
essential to bring the cultures of Africans abroad 
to the forefront and consciousness of African- 
Americans as well as those outside of the race. 

It is a time to both reflect and study-yes, 
study! Not just those figures that have been 
familiar to us since our grammar school days. 
The challenge to us as African Americans is not 
to pat ourselves on the backs, as we’ve done 
nothing! But to acknowledge and pay tribute to 
the countless men and women who’ve lost their 
lives to ensure the existence of ours. 

James Baldwin once wrote that "ignorance is 
a luxury that only the very young can afford." 
As adults, it is up to us and no one else to 
educate ourselves on the accomplishments and 
richness of our heritage. 

This also means recognizing the all-important 
link we have with other Black people whether 
they be shanty-town dwellers in South Africa, 
PhD’s in Jamaica, musicians in Europe, or 
fellow down trodden African Americans. 

We tend to deem non-Blacks who don’t wish 
to learn of or about our history as bigots, racists, 
and the like. But how many of us can discuss 
the lives of Patricia Lumumba, J.A. Rogers, or 
Angela Davis? And no, they don’t pay the rent! 

This vicious, self-serving attitude that anyone 
that "don’t pay the rent" has no value needs to 
cease. How many of us understand the princi¬ 
ples and philosophies of Pan-Africanism, which 
happens to be at the very core of Black History? 

Our successes in life depend very greatly on 
our willingness to explore our own being. Our 
lack of this knowledge remains the one deter¬ 
mining factor in our failure to become and 
remain productive in America. 

We cannot afford to be lax 11 months of the 
year and suddenly revolutionary for America’s 
28-day celebration of Black American accom¬ 
plishments. Our knowledge of self is the great¬ 
est symbolization of our unity, and it rests in our 
hands alone. 

Its merits, accessibility, acceptance, credibili¬ 
ty, and expansion depend on us. It must be 
remembered that what we do and say, and how 
we conduct ourselves, is under constant observa¬ 


tion by others. 

Black History has nothing to do with donning 
ourselves in traditional African garments or 
going to clubs to party on behalf of the de¬ 
ceased, or chanting "Go Martin", "Go Malcolm", 
or changing our names to show our political 
correctness. It’s about realizing and undertaking 
the continuing struggle. The three dollar party 
ticket is a three dollar book by Dick Gregory or 
James Baldwin or it’s a donation to a homeless 
brother on the street, or it’s admission to an 
African American art exhibit. It’s time we 
begin to take a little stock in ourselves and our 
survival as a people instead of ignoring the 
trouble around us in hopes that it will simply 
disappear. 

Our immediate goal should be to spotlight 
respectable role models for our younger brothers 
and sisters and for ourselves. We have the 
potential to be as great as our past, if only we 
can see clear to respect ourselves enough to 
accept it.

Approximately two million Americans 
say they have arthritis but have not seen a 
doctor for care even though a number of 
medical treatments and other helpful services are 
available to make life with arthritis easier and 
less painful, according to the Arthritis Founda¬ 
tion. 

The Arthritis Foundation encourages 
people to take advantage of the many services 
that can help maintain or even improve quality 
of life, despite the pain and limited movement 
arthritis may bring. 

Often, people with arthritis simply 
believe they can treat themselves as well as a 
doctor could be taking over-the-counter 
medications. However, there are many forms of 
arthritis, and proper treatment depends on which 
form of arthritis a person has. 

"If someone does not seek treatment or 
depends on self-medicating, irreversible joint 
damage may take place that could be prevented 
or delayed with proper care", said Dr. William 
R. Felts, Jr., Chairman of the Arthritis Founda¬ 
tion, Metropolitan Washington Chapter. 

According to the Arthritis Foundation, 
430,000 people in Metropolitan Washington, DC 
have one of the more than 100 forms of arthritis. 
This chronic illness strikes one in every seven 
people and one in two people over age 65. 

Lost wages, medical bills and associated 
economic losses resulting from arthritis cost $35 
billion annually. Arthritis ranks second to heart 
disease as a cause of disability payments. Each 
year, arthritis accounts for 27 million missed 
work days.

FACTS ABOUT 
TOBACCO 
AND YOUNG 
PEOPLE 

1. Smoking is the #1 preventable cause 
of death in the nation. 

2. Every 13 seconds, someone in the 
world dies from a tobacco-related illness. 

3. Cigarette smoking is responsible for 
one out of every five American deaths. 

4. Out of 30,000 children who smoke 
their first cigarette, 23 will be murdered, 30 will 
die in traffic accidents, and nearly 750 will be 
killed by smoking related diseases. 

5. More than 40 percent of American 
teenagers, aged 12-17, have experimented with 
tobacco, while only 1 in 30 has sampled 
cocaine. 

6. Cigarettes have been called a 
gateway drug. In a majority of cases, cigarette 
smoking precedes the use of illicit drugs. 

7. Each day, more than 3,000 American 
teenagers start smoking. 

8. One-third of high school seniors who 
have ever smoked had their first cigarette by the 
sixth grade, one-half by the eighth grade. 

9. The single best predictor of whether 
a young person will smoke is whether he/she has 
a best friend who does. 

10. Young smokers are concentrated 
among those who do the worst in school and 
have the lowest educational aspirations. 

11. High school dropouts have excessive¬ 
ly high smoking rates-as much as 75 percent. 

12. The earlier people start smoking, the 
harder it is to quit when they are older. 

13. 85 percent of teenagers who smoke 
two or more cigarettes completely and overcome 
the initial discomfort of smoking will become 
regular smokers. 

14. Passive [secondhand] smoke causes 
ten times as much heart disease as lung disease. 

15. Passive smoke is the third leading 
cause of preventable death behind active 
smoking and alcohol. 

16. There is a 39 percent increase in 
absenteeism of non-smoking children of parents 
who smoke, compared to non-smoking children 
of parents who do not smoke. 

17. Cigarette manufacturers spend over 
$3 billion annually to advertise and promote 
tobacco products. 

18. Cigarette manufacturers use themes 
and images to emphasize good times and 
associate youth, vigor, and sexual appeal with 
cigarette smoking. 

19. Nicotine, which is found in tobacco 
products, is a deadly poison; it is more 
addictive than crack or alcohol. Nine out of ten 
who experiment with tobacco will become 
addicted. 

20. Cigarette smoke is a collection of 
over 4,000 chemicals. 

21. Cigarette smoke contains cyanide, a 
deadly poison. 

22. Cigarette smoke contains methanol, 
a wood alcohol, which is used as an additive in 
or substitute for gasoline. 

23. Cigarette smoke contains acetone, 
which is the prime ingredient of fingernail 
polish remover. 

24. Cigarettes also contain tar, a 
conglomeration of the solid particles found in 
smoke. They combine to form a sticky brown 
substance that can stain your teeth and clog your 
lungs.

DIVAS OF SOUL AND 
R&0 

MAKE COMEBACK

In the ever-changing music industry, few 
performers remain credible for any substantial 
amount of time. For a handful of Black women 
(known throughout the industry as DIVAS), the 
"mad" world of music has been home for more 
than 25 years. 

Three of the most outstanding of these 
DIVAS-Patti LaBelle, Tina Turner, and Gladys 
Knight-cuirently have chart-topping releases, 
grossing mega dollars worldwide. 

LaBelle, known for her outrageous 
appearance and sonorous octave range, first 
made a splash in the late 1960’s with the 
Bluebells and a trendy (but risque) dance classic, 
"Lady Marmelade". Now riding high on the 
second release from her "Bumin" album, 
"Somebody Loves You", LaBelle has never 
sounded better. 


"Bumin" features a wide range of 
backing music talent, including Big Daddy 
Kane, Luther Vandross, and Michael Bolton. For 
this reason, the album appeals to various ages 
and musical tastes. "I Don’t Do Duets", with 
Gladys Knight, and the title track, "Bumin", 
challenges LaBelle’s vocal abilities with notes 
plummeting and soaring at will. The : fact that 
LaBelle masters these challenges so well leads 
these two songs to be the easy highlights of the 
album and a release of timeless quality. 

That ability to remain viable was a 
particular struggle for Tina Turner, whose 
musical classifications have run the full gamut 
from blues to soul to rock ’n’ roll. Turner first 
shimmied onto the music scene in the late 
1950’s as the more visual half of the Ike and 
Tina Turner Revue with her manager-husband 
Ike Turner. For the next 18 years, the duo had 
enormous success in serving up "soul with the 
grease", and topping the charts with such hits as 
"Proud Mary" and "I Want to Take You 
Higher". 

Best known for. her micro-mini dresses 
and hip-length wigs. Turner’s fiery stage 
presence hasn’t lost a spark. Turner went solo 
in 1976 and the music transformed into a 
contemporary mix of urban rock and R&B. Her 
latest release, "Simply the Best", follows a

record breaking tour in which Turner became the 
only Black entertainer to play to a crowd of 
more than 180,000 in a single concert event. 
Turner had celebrated her 51st birthday just days 
before. 

"Simply the Best" chronicles Turner’s 
34-year career, incorporating classic Ike and 
Tina tracks, select material from her,three solo 
albums, and three new singles. Turner is such 
a phenomenal performer that the entire album 
demands an audience. However, "Look Me in 
the Heart", "The Way of the World", and "It 
Takes Two" [a remake of the Marvin Gaye, Kim 
Wessing hit] with Rod Stewart are a true 
celebration of her talent and deserve special 
attention. This release gives good insight as to 
why Turner is credited as being the Queen of 
Rock ’n’ Roll. 

Longevity is the one attribute that at 
times may depend solely on luck. If that be the 
case, Gladys Knight has to be among the 
luckiest! Knight began her career at the tender 
age of seven on the Apollo Theater stage in 
Harlem. By Knight’s 21st birthday, she was a 
well-established member of the Motown family, 
with a trio of fleet-footed male back-up singers, 
the Pips, in attendance. Knight’s soul-filled 
voice propelled the group to superstardom and 
shot out more than two dozen hits in the ’60’s- 
most notable being "Midnight Train to Georgia". 
Twenty-eight years later, Knight is without her 
Pips and is enjoying the success of her first solo 
venture, "Good Woman". 

"Men", the first release from the album, 
was warmly received in nightclubs worldwide 
and reestablished Knight as a solid performer. 
The follow-up track, "Superwoman", teams 
Knight with Dionne Warwick and LaBelle, who 
ignite the lyrics into a smoldering ball of earthly 
fire. David Peaston also appears on the album 
with Knight on the uptempo dance single, "Give 
Me a Chance". Though there are mostly lush 
ballads for the broken-hearted and would-be 
lovers, the album comes off timely and 
romantic, ensuring that Knight’s passion for 
music is still alive.
